The Case for Coal 


The National Coal Board are send- 
ing to industrialists, architects, local 
authorities and others a_ booklet 
“The Case for Coal’? which is de- 
signed to appeal to the large number 
of industrial and commercial con- 
sumers who between them use about 
50 million tons of coal a year. The 
booklet has as its theme the state- 
ment: “‘Progressive industry is going 
forward on coal’ and sets out to 
prove that Britain’s indigenous fuel 
can be the economical answer to 
most industrialists’ fuel needs. 

Further points from “‘The Case 
for Coal” are: 

Modern techniques have revolu- 
tionised methods of burning coal. 
Smoke can be eliminated with 
modern combustion methods, waste 
can be cut, and problems of handling 
solved.

Many great industries have de- 
liberately selected coal as the fuel 
which helps to keep them progressive 
and prosperous, and they have done 
so in the knowledge that British coal 
is available to supply the power for 
industrial expansion for many 
generations to come. 

Coal is a fuel which can be used 
to everyone’s profit—and to the 
national benefit. 

The booklet has devoted a page 
each to industrialists, to. architects 
and consulting engineers, to works 
engineers, and to local authorities, 
reminding them of the most effective 
methods of using coal in their own 
particular fields; another page ex- 
plains how the Clean Air Act works. 

Mechanical stoking replaces human 
effort and is more efficient; the 
Savings on using this type of equip- 
ment are sufficient to cover its cost 
over as short a period as two years.

European Free Trade 
Association 


Regulations 


The European Free Trade Associa- 
tion (Origin of Goods) Regulations, 
1960, give effect to the provisions of 
the Stockholm Convention for deter- 
mining eligibility for Area tariff 
treatment (Article 4, Annex B and 
Schedules I-III of Annex B). The 
First, Second and Third Schedules 
to the Regulations contain the 
material included in Schedules I-III 
of Annex B (published in November, 
1959, by H.M. Stationery Office as 
Cmnd. 906-1). 

The Schedules to the Regulations 
differ in minor respects from the 
Schedules to Annex B as printed in 
Cmnd. 906-I because the latter have 
been the subject of minor amend- 
ments which have been agreed among 
the signatory states to the Stockholm 
Convention since November, 1959. 


The Convention Area 

The Convention area is defined in 
the European Free Trade Associa- 
tion Act, 1960 (Section 10(1)), as 
Austria, Denmark, Great Britain, 
Northern Ireland, the Isle of Man 
and the Channel Islands, Liechten- 
stein, Norway with Spitzbergen, 
Portugal with the Azores and 
Madeira, Sweden and Switzerland. 


Convention Rates of Duty 
Convention rates of duty are the 
reduced rates of duty which will be 
introduced under the terms’ of 
Article 3 of the Stockholm Con- 
vention for goods which are grown, 
produced or manufactured in, and 
consigned from a place in, the Con- 
vention area. A Treasury Order 
providing for Convention rates of 
duty for goods imported into the 
United Kingdom will be published 
shortly to become operative from 
Ist July, 1960. 


Most agricultural, fish and marine 
products are excluded from the tariff 
provisions of the Stockholm Con- 
vention, and imports of these goods 
from the Convention area will remain 
chargeable at the rates of duty at 
present charged on all imports not 
admitted at Commonwealth Prefer- 
ential rates. The introduction of 
Convention rates of duty will necessi- 
tate certain adjustments in the draw- 
back arrangements, which will also 
be published shortly, to become 
operative from Ist July. 


To Claim Convention Rates 

Information as to the procedure to 
be followed in order to claim the 
benefit of the Convention rates of 
duty on goods imported into this 
country is published in Customs 
Notice to Importers No. 73, obtain- 
able from The Secretary, Customs 
and Excise, King’s Beam House, 
Mark Lane, London, E.C.3. 


Stockholm Convention 

The Stockholm Convention estab- 
lishing the European Free Trade 
Association was published as a White 
Paper and Blue Book (Cmnd. 906 
and Cmnd. 906-1) in November, 
1959. 


Timing of Regulations 

Though these Regulations do not 
come into operation until Ist July it 
has been decided to publish them 
now in order to give as much notice 
as possible to importers. The Regu- 
lations which are published as 
Statutory Instrument 1960 No. 780, 
are available from H.M. Stationery 
Office, price 4s. 6d. (by post 4s. 11d.).

Give credit where 
credit is due, 
says Mr. Carron 


“Without increasing productivity 
there can be no future for industry; 
without industry there can be no 
future for the unions.” 

Mr. W. J. Carron, chairman of 
the British Productivity Council and 
president of the Amalgamated En- 
gineering Union, made this  state- 
ment at a Southampton meeting 
organised by the local Productivity 
Committee. 

There could be-no alternative to 
making every effort towards in- 
creasing productivity, he went on. 


Counter-attack 

“In this way, we can counter-attack 
the greatest enemies of trades union- 
ism—redundancy and ‘unemploy- 
ment. I cannot see any other logical 
attitude than that of an expanding 
productivity. 

“The role of trades unions should 
be representative of constructive 
policy. 

‘“But inspiration does not conform 
to any-imaginary law confining its 
flow from the top to the lower levels. 
Most basic ideas spring from the 
bench or machine... yet how often 
do we find a firm failing to recognise 
—spontaneously—the increase in 
productivity which occurs? 

““We have been accepted by the 
Government and other organisations 
as something other than a disorderly 
rabble and given long-overdue credit 
for having some worth-while ideas 
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on the organisation of industrial 
productivity. 


Onus shared 
“The onus of ensuring the most 
economic. and beneficial form of 
production is to be borne equally by 
worker and management. Responsi- 
bility for national well-being is evenly 
divided between both sides of 
industry.” 

Mr. Carron, in a call to employers 


to ‘‘tell the workers what is happen- 
ing’ declared: ‘In the absence of 
full knowledge the worker becomes 
liable to psychological reactions and 
repressions that burst normal control 
when some other item thrusts itself 
disproportionately before his atten- 
tion. art 

‘Productivity is a major factor in 
all industrial peace formulae. It has 
been the sole means of providing 
opportunity for advancement.” 


Commercial Freedom tor the Post Office 


Although the Post Office will remain 
under the direct control of the Post- 
master General it will, when the 
proposals of the new White Paper 
(Cmnd 989) come into force, be given 
greater commercial freedom, enabling 
it to be free to innovate and develop 
as a business seeking to meet and 
anticipate its customers’ demands. 


The present situation 

At present the Post Office, as a 'com- 
mercial organisation responsible for 
balancing its income and expenditure 
and setting its prices accordingly, 
draws up a commercial set of 
accounts and because of the long- 
standing requirement that all Govern- 
ment expenditure should be approved 
and all Government receipts paid 
into the Consolidated Fund, it also 
draws up an appropriation account 
for approval by Parliament. Income 
fiust be handed over to the Treasury 
and expenditure must be approved 
by Parliament. Such a position is 
in fact an illogical compromise. The 
trading activities of the Post Office 
are still subject to the traditional 
controls which in other Departments 
aim to regulate the spending of 
public money raised by taxation, 
whereas the Post Office lives on what 
its customers spend on its services. 


A Government Department 

Under the new proposals the Post 
Office is not to become a public cor- 
poration but will remain a Govern- 
ment department with its staff 
retaining their status as Civil Servants. 
The community expects its mail to 
be carried by State employees under 


the direct control of the Government. 

At the heart of the Government’s 
proposals is the establishment of a 
Statutory Trading Fund for the Post 
Office, which would be quite separate 
from the Exchequer and for which 
the Treasury would have no respon- 
sibility. It would be managed by the 
Postmaster General and would mean 
that the provision for Post Office 
self-balancing revenue and expendi- 
ture would. disappear from the 
Budget. Parliament would retain 
control by a provision that the Post- 
master General’s power to draw on 
the Post Office fund should lapse 
annually unless it is renewed by the 
House of Commons. Moreover, 
there would be a statutory obligation 
to present a Report and Commercial 
Accounts; the Postmaster General 
would also give Parliament state- 
ments on the prospects for ‘the 
ensuing year, the investment pro- 
gramme and the staff; the Commer- 
cial Accounts would continue to be 
subject to audit by the Auditor 
General; the borrowing of new 
capital would have to be authorised

by legislation; and Post Office 
Ministers would continue to answer 
questions in Parliament. The Treas- 
ury will relinquish all control of the 
Post Office except in so far as its 
activities affect the national economy 
generally. In practice this would 
mean that Treasury control over the 
Post Office would be restricted to 
pay, grading and conditions of 
service of staff, investment control 
and foreign exchange control. 


The accounting changes 

The present necessity for preparing 
estimates for its annual cash require- 
ments and the consequential obliga- 
tion to ensure that money is spent 
according to the sums voted by 
Parliament, the final results being 
shown in an Appropriation Account, 
is quite out of place for a commercial 
organisation. It gives no indication 
of the profitability or otherwise of 
the services financed by the expendi- 
ture nor does it show the assets and 
liabilities of the business. The 
decisions of the Government in 
October, 1955, emphasised the 1m- 
portance of the Commercial Accounts 
which show the overall trading posi- 
tion for the year and the profit or 
loss on the various services, as a 
company would submit to its share- 
holders. With the new proposals the 
year’s financial results would be given 
in the Commercial Accounts alone 
and the confusion caused by the 
present system of dual accountancy 
would disappear. 


Financial policy 

The Post Office will be required by 
statute to ensure that its revenue 
should meet its expenditure and a 
standard of performance will be 
expected “‘appropriate to a publicly- 
owned organisation run on a sound 
commercial basis,’ including depre- 
ciation at replacement cost, adequate 
provision for pension liabilities and 
the building up of reserves, although 
emphasis on the commercial aspects 
of Post Office business must not be 


allowed to subtract from its obliga- 
tions to the community as a whole, 
though this may mean giving some 
services below cost. 


Successful trials 


of ‘‘Arctic Cavalier’’ 


After successful trials on the River 
Humber on 10th May, the new motor 
distant water trawler Arctic Cavalier, 
built by Cook, Welton & Gemmell, 
of Beverley, was handed over to her 
owners, Boyd Line. A sister ship to 
the Arctic Corsair, recently launched 
at Beverley, her principal dimensions 
are: length registered) 191 ft. 11 ins., 
length b.p. 187 ft. 2 ins., breadth 
moulded 33 ft. 6 ins., and depth 
moulded 16 ft. 9 ins. 

Accommodation for a total per- 
sonnel of 32 persons is provided 
amidships and aft, the after deck- 
house being extended to the port rail 
almost to midships. The accommo- 
dation is ventilated and _ heated 
throughout by a dual trunk system 
by Windsor Engineering. The vessel 
is fitted up for starboard side fishing 
only. 

The fishroom, which has a capacity 

of 18,170 cu. ft., is insulated on the 
ship’s side and end bulkheads with 
Rocksil, and under the main deck 
with Crown fibreglass. The fishroom 
is lined on ship’s side, end bulkheads 
and under deck with Birmabright 
aluminium, and is sub-divided into 
pounds with provision for extensive 
¢lose-spaced cod shelving. The wing 
bulkheads, vertical and horizontal 
shelf-boards, also fishroom = stan- 
chions and shelf rest angles are in 
aluminium alloy.
